EZ.) on for Tables in Churches, which commandcth Altars 
to be removed, and Communion-Tables, bronghr into all Churches, 
and Chappels both Cathedrall and others, thar uniformiry might be 
obſerved. 

2. They likewiſc off2nded againſt rhe Church of Erglind in all her 
Church-Books (in which the word Altar for Commnnion-Table is 
neyer pur, ) I mean the new Teftamenr, the Book of Commons , 
pray@, rhe InjunAions, Canons, Articles of Religion, and Homilies; 
they offended I ſay, in thar they give ro the holy Table, chename of an 
Alrar, ir beingno true Altar ; not fomuch as the Image of an Altar, 
or having any likencſſe, or reſemblance of an Altar. - 

3. They offended in making it a brave and fampruons Altar, with 
wuch gay and gaudy ſuperſtitious and unlawfull farnitures; whereas 
(according to the advertiſements, and eighty two Canon) it ought to be

EZ lituy Eccleſtiram, And: the Latin: Canon which faith, Curabuns 
Menſam ex 2ſſeribus compoſute pun wn, que adminiſtration; ſacro-ſancie 
commenions inſeruizt, and praiſe of D.erbans, and other Cathedrall 
and Pariſh Churches, fince cheretormation, 1, Eliz, when ftone Altars 
were d:zmotiſh2d, becauſe they were unmoveable,faſtned co the ground, 
and fo heavy, that twenty m22 could not bear one. ſtone Altar, bur 
they ſhonld bz lighc and porcable, for it is che Dzacons Office co carry, 
or.rem2ue the Table, and how can it bs portable, if it be like to Dare 
bam Altar, on ſtone columes, or Wormzth Alrar,ona ſto1e Wall; and 
how can the D:acons dotheir Office in remnovingehe Table from place 
to place, as occaſion. ſerverh, and our Church enjoynech; which is 
unpolſlible, if ic be of Marble (tone, and a double Table as D.urbam is, 
ſheavy as a Wain-load of &ones, ind faſtned ro theground alſo. 

5. They impudently rranſgceſſed, eſpecially in ſome Pariſh Church- 
cx, in not placing che holy Table where morning Prayer, and evening 
Prayer are appotared to be ſaid, burat the Eaſt eadof the Church: oc 
Chancell, whereno part of evening Pcayer isever ſaid in any Church 
at.an Altar er Table, bur in Patifh Churches ; where th2re are long 
and narrow Chancels, the people in rhe Body of the Church neither 

+ hear nor ſ&e the Pricſt ac his Algar inche Exult,, and conſequently can-- 
mot be edificd. 

Alſo in Cathzdrall Churches, whzre the Table is placed fo far from 
ths Congregation, th2 Miniſter officiatia ; cherear, cannor fo well be 
beard, nor the people fo well be edifizd, as when thz Table tanderh in 
the-Body of the Church,or Quire,neer amongſt che people. 

6, Innoyators in D:zrbam and York,, have notoriouſly tranſgref{cd 
againſt kof common Prayer, bgth in Carhedrall and Pariſh 
Churches and Chappells, in ſetting che Communion Table with nei» 
ther (ide toward the North , {6 that rhe Miniſter cannor ſtand ar the 
North fide, as the Rubyick eajoyns him to do, and asthe cuſtom? is of 
all Miniſters offcarinY | 
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7, Innovators inDurbam and $ ler grievouſly offended in teach- 
ing falſly, #nd maintaining, That Prieſts, Saci ifices, and Alcars are in« 
Ciffcrently uſed for Miniſters, S&craments, and Communion Tables in 
tte Lirorgy of the Church of Ezgland , for thoſe things are indifferent- 
ly afed, which are uſed premiſernezas Hnomimous words of the ſame ſigni- 
ficarion areuſed commonly. 

Bur our Church Liturgy uſerth not the words Prieſt, Sacrifice, and 
Altar indifferently and ſo con mcnly as the words Miniſter, Sacra= 
ment, and Commnnion Table ; 
 ForAletar is never mentioned in our Liturgie, but the Lords Table, 
and Lords Boord ;nor Sacrament is ever tearmed a Sacrifice in fhe Li- 
rurgy ;for at the Communion all that receive are appointed to ſay, 
Accept, O Lord, 1his our Sacrifice of praiſe and thanksgiving : And again, 
not the Miniſter alone, but all the Cammunicants muſt ſay, H* offer and 
preſent unto thee, O Lord, eur ſouls and Bodies to be an holy and lively Sa- 
erifice, neither is the word Prieſt ever ſo much as once mentioned in 
the Text of ovr Liturgy, ſave onely in the Rubrick , which are rules 
and dirc&ions how to uſe the Liturgy : 50 

As for example, Inthe Abſolution, Gedbath given power and com« 
m andment to by Minifters (not Prieſts) to declere and prenownce to bit 
prople, being penitent, the Abſolution aud Remi ſon of their ſirmes : And 
in the Tetany, Tbat it will pleaſe thee 10 illuminate all B iſhops » Paſtors, 
and Miniſters of the Churcb, &c. And another place, Endue tby Mini- 
fters with righteeufneſſe (not Prieſts) becauſe the word Prieſt - implyes 
a Sacrifice, as ſaith Biſhop Latimer ; and ir is never uſed in the Word of 
God, for aMiniſter of the Goſpel : ſo that by vfing the words Altar, 
Prieſt, Sacrifice;they ſpeak not the language of their Mother theChurch 
of England. 
 * 8. They offended in oppoſing the Fathers, end the primitive Church, 

againſt the Church of Frg/ard, and the grave and learned Biſhops 
which reformed the ſame, in defence of Altars, Pricfts, Sacrifices, &c. 
which they preferre before Communion Tables, Miniſters, and Sa- 
craments. 4 

Door Morton, now Biſhop of Durbam, in his Apologie, pag. 165. 
fith, Primitive antiquity(as hath been conſc fled by Papiſts themſelves) 
did abſtain from the names of Prieſt, AJtar, and Sacrifices, tearming 
chem according to the'tenor of thenew Teſtament,Eldcrs,or Biſhops, 


Tables and Euchariſts, 
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Tn the after times , the Fathers preſumedro take a greafer liberty of 
Sroth - but they never meantto defend ſuch popiſh ſacriledge, as is 
the having of Prieſts, Sacrifices, and Altars : And becauſe ages more 
degenerating did ſer as ig were a Byas upon the phraſes Pricfts, Sacrie 
fices, Altar ( whichhad been uſed by the Fathers improperly ) ro draw 
them to a proper fignification , flac contrary to their firſt Inſtirurion ; 
therefore did Proteſtants wiſh, That thoſe ancient Fathers had rather 
contained rhemſelves within their more ancient bounds, than that their 
liberty of ſpeech ſhould have eccafioned in Romaviſts that prodigall 
error in DoArine. Thus much faith Da&or Afortor, 

9. They notoriouſly offended in removing the Font fo ofren from. 


the ancient uſiall place where heretofore it ſtood , contrary tothe ade 
vertiſement, The Font ſhall not be removed; and the 81 Canon, The Fons 


= ſhall ftand inthe ancient uſual place. 


10, They offended highly in adoring the Altar, falfly ſo called ; for 
when it is gorgeouſly adorned with brave and rich Furniture, and ſec 
up on high ar top of th: Quire or Chancell , removed fromthe bafe 
and prophane mulricude, as they account them , and carrying a greater 
Majeſty than it had, being a plain Communion Table, ſtanding in the 
Body of the Church, then they bowed down to it, and worſhipped it, 
mare than ever che papitts did, making it thereby an execrable Idoll 5 
they bow down, 1 ſay, their badics before the ſame Alcar, and towards 
no other thing or place inthe Church, as if ir were the moſt holy thing 
the Church of God hath, (as Do&or Duncomb blaſphemouſly writeth, - 
in his Determination) bolyer chan the Biblcic ſelf,co which none make 
legs, or bow theix bodics. 


IT. They have offendedin contradiQting the Church of England , 
and endamaging our reformed Religion , in not defacing nor aboliſh- 
ing monuments of Idolatry, but repairing, adorning, beautifying, and 
multiplying them, more than ever they were in time of popery , con= 
rrary tothe 23 InjunQion, is which, charge is given for the aboliſh- 


ingof things ſuperſiicious. 


That Candlefticks, Piftures, Painvings, and all manner of Mont- 
ments of Idolatry be taken away, utrerly exain@, and deſtroyed, So 
that thereremain no memory of the fame in Walls, Windows, or cl{c- 
where, Item, In the Articlcs of the firſt yeer of the Queens. viſitation, - 
1559. The ſecond Article enquireth, whether Candfeſticks, Images, 

PiAur cs, 
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Pitures, and other Monuments of Idolatry, and Superſticion, be abos 
Nſhed : Hereby ir appeareth that the intention of the Church of Eng- 
land, was at the reformation thereof; from Popiſh Superſti:ion, and 
Idolatry, that Maſhag Copes, and other Altar Cloaths, embroydeted' 
with Images : That Candleſtieks, Tapers, Croſſes, Crucifixes, &c. 
being once ejefted , muſt nor be brought in again, and ſec upon the 
Communion Table, or in \Vindows above che Table, as is done in 
Durbam, and o:her Churches adjoyning, 


12, They offendedin reje&ing the Homilies, and Injun&ions, and 
conſcquepely che doArine of the Church of England, becauſe they 
condemn Images, Alrars, and other ſaperfluous ornaments, 

. The Homily of the place, and tine of prayer, bath theſe words of 
a woman, ſaying, to her neighbour at the firſt reformation of Churches 
in Eng/zud; Alas, alas, what ſhall we now do at Church, fince all the 
Saints are taken away, ſeeing all the goodly figh:s we wore wont to: 
haveare gone, ſceing we cannor have thelike piping, and chanting, 
and playing on the Organs that we had before. Bur dearly beloved; 
faith the Homily, we ought greatly to rejoyce, and give God thanks, 
that our Churches are delivered from all theſe things whichdiſpleaſed 
Gad fo fore; burnow, thoſe abominatlons which were taken away 
at Du:rbam, arereſtored again with great advantage, 


13. They offend:d in calling their ſaperſticions Trinkets, Orna» 
ments of the Church, which our Church difalloweth, and condemnerh, 
as being diſgracemenrs of Religion, and abominations in the Church 
of God, 

Thus faith the Homily againſt the perill of Tdolatry, and Super- 
irious decking of Churches, The Lords holy Name onght to becal- 
ledupon by publike prayer, and thankſgiving ; his holy Sacraments 
ought duly and reverently to be adminiſtred, nor gandily, flauntingly 
thearrically, hiſtriorically ; dae reverence is ſtirred up in the hearrs 
the godly by the confideration of rhoſe rrne ornaments of the houſe of 
God, andnor by my outward Ceremonies, or coftly and glorious 
deckings of rhe ſaid Houſe or Temple of the Lord, as Saint Bernard- 
faich, Orantium in ſe retorquent afpetum, impedinnt affetium , Such 
glorious ſpeRacles draw away from God,theminde'of rhem char pray, 
and sh:y hinder holy affe&ions, or meditarions. 

B 3 Pretendunt 
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"Pretendunt ornatun((aich Emigt) in his Encbiridion, fperking of 
Images, $1 illt orn 11:8 adjund em ſt alan perionium, ſit maledifus,. 
They precend that they are {>: up tor O:aameats, bur cu'felbe luch 

Ocnameats, to which the perill of Idalacry is joynzd; And again, 
Spiritus SanQ&w, faith Ezekiel, Chr, 20. Vocat Tlola abominationes ocu- 

lonum, ſed puluis & city ea vocat ornamenta oou'orum , The holy Ghoſt 

calls Images the abhominacion of the eyes, but man char is but duſt 

and aſhes, calls them the ornaments of the eyes, and then he con:lu+ - 
deth, Verus ornatus Templorum, utilis & Deo, gratus eſt, concio, cantio, 

oratio, communio Er non b4Cc que vel impedinnt vel vitiant, The :rue Oc« 

naments of the Ghurch profizable ro men, and acceptable ro God, is, 
the preaching of Gods Word, the finging of Plalms, the adminiftra« 

tion of the Saccaments, and Prayer, and not ſuch chings asdo hinder 

and defile the ſame. 

14. They have offended againſt cheir Mother, the Chutch of Kng- 
land, in raking away the ten Commandments, where they placed their 
Alcar ; for haviag caſt ou: the decenc Comavinion Table at the ſame 
cime, they ſent away inco the Countrey the Decalogue fairly wricten 
in golden Letters, contrary to the expreſſes words of che 82, Canon, - 
and praiſe of all our Churches, 

The ten Commandments ſhill be ſer upon the Eaſt end of every 
Church or Sp whzre th: p:ople may beſt. ſee an1 read rhe ſame ; 
So they were placed in Durbam Cathedral, very fairly written, and 
hangingupon the Wall, cill che Lords Table was taken away, and a 
brave ſumptuous Alcar daily adored by all ſorts of p=ople, ſpecially, 
Prieſts and Clerks, wich bowing d>wa their bodies bztore it, 

_ Till (I fay) a glorious bigh Alcar was ere&Qed wich Crucifixes, and 
other Images of Saints and Angels, even of che Trinity ic ſelf, 

Which fdols (as th2 Church of Englnd calls them in her H —_ 
could no: endarethe preſeaceof Gads ſecond Commandment, whic 
forbids Images and [dolatry ; and much more reaſon had they to re- 
move the Decalogue out of chzir ſighc,fince the fourth Commandment 
alſo was by them abcogared, whichcommandeth the gbſecyarion of rhe 
Sabbach, Remember that thou keep boly the $2bbath day, the ſeventh day 14 
the $2bh4tb of the Lord thy Gad, init thou ſhalt do no manner of work, 
At the endof che fourch Commandment, our Church enjoyneth the 
peopleto kneal dowa, and lay, Lord bave mercy upon ws, and incline 


ory 
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eur bearts to keep this Law, What law? The Law for cbfervirg the 
Chriſtian Sabbath; which. word DcQor Linſell ſaid, My ficmack 


riſeth when I hear Sabbath, call ir no more Sabbath z And Bifhop Neal ' 


faid at his viſitation in Dwrbam, I ſee no reaſon but that the Feſtival} 
day of aSzinr, may be preferred before Sunday, what is Sunday ? 


15, They haveridiculovſly ard fuperſtiticufly cffended in the uſe 
of Coupes, and other ſuperſtiticus Veltments, falſcly called Copes, ar 
uolawtull times and places, 

Ard they continuedeventill this time, 142, in the ſame abuſe, be- 
ing admoniſhed and rawght the truth, they will not amend, nor ac- 
kvowledge their errour, 

The 24, Canon faich thus, in all Catkedrall and Colligiat Churches, 
the holy Communion ſhall be adminiſtred by the Biſhop or a Preben- 
dary, theprincipall Miniſter ufing adecent Cope, and being zflifted 
by the Epiſtoler and Goſpeller agreeably, according to the advertiſe» 
ments publiſhed, Anno 7, Eliz, 

The advertiſements made by Commiſſioners. authorized, under the 
great Seal of England, faith thus : | 

At the adminiſtration of the holy Commnnion in Cathedrall and 
Collegiat Churches, the prineipall Miniſter ſhall uſe a Cope with the 
Epiſtoler and Goſpeller agreeably, and at all other prayers at the 
Communion Table, to.uſe no Copes but Surpleſſes ; The 45. Canon 
ſaith the ſame» When there is vo Communion , 1t (ball be ſufficient towear 
Surpleſſer, By thisir is manifeſt, That the Copes muſt be decent, and 
they mult never be: uſed, fave only atthe adminiſtration of the holy 
Communion, | | 

But Durbam Innevators did ſay their fecond Service daily when 
there was no Communtlon at their Altar, and after every Sermon, one 
of the Prieſts did put on a _ to ſay, two or three Prayers at the 
Altar, nor ſuffering the Minifter ro diimiffe the Congregation with 
bleſſing of Gods peace as was wont to be done in Durbam, and all 


other Cathedra}ls of England, till very. lately ſome new fangled 


Deans, and ignorant Canons, abſurdly have imitated Durbems 
foolerics, | 


16, They offended in uſing, and juſtifying him that uſed a Cope 
in the Pulpir, a Hood being appointed, and fitting in his Stall in a 


Cope . 
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*Cope at time of divine Service and Sermon ; at which tlmes, Hoods 


are alwayes commanded to be worn by Graduates , which are never 
puton with Copes, and Copes are alwayes forbidden, ſave only at 
the adminiſtration of the holy Communion, 

This was done in Durbam, contrary ro the example of all Churches, 
either popiſh or Reformed ; eontrary allo to the expreſſe words of the 
Canon and [njun@ions. In the 25 Canon thus we reade, Ir the time 
of Divine Service in all Catbedrall and Collegiate Churches , Deans and 


Prebeudaries being Graduates,fballdayly,at tbe times of Prayers and Preach 


ings , wear with their Surplicer ſucb boods as are agreeable to their De» 
eef, 

The Advertiſement faith the ſame, Item, That the Dean and Preben« 
daries wear a Surplice with a Silk Hood in the Quire , and when they 
preach in the Catbedrall or Collegiate Church, to wear thetr Hoods, 

. Maſter Burgeyn, the firſt ſetrer up of Altars, and intruducer of other 
popiſh Ceremonies inthat Countrey , having raken three D:grees in 
Cambriage,offeaded rhricein wearing a Cope without his Hood ; with- 


out which Hood he preached rwice ; andonce fare in his ftall in a Cope .. 


when he preached nor, asif he had bzen ſome Sir Fobn lack-larine , or 
ſimple petcy-Canon, OF 


17. They off:nded both in ufing ſumptuous Copes glittering with 
Images ;and among the reſt, of the bleſſed Trinity ; God the Father, in 
the likenefſe of an old man ; God the Son, in the likeneffe of a younz- 
erwan ;the holy Ghoſt, in the fimilitude of a Dove, wrought upon red 
Velver with Gold, Silver, and Pearl; one of which was taken from a 
Maſle-prieſt. 

As alſo in uſing ſcurvie, py-bald,curtal'd,and ridicn!ous Veſtments, 
falſly called Copes {being indeed very fools coats) at the Communion 
Table, and that dayly ar the Adminiltration of the holy Communion ; 
whereas by the aforeſaid 24 Canon, adecent Cope is onely command- 
ed ; andby the Latine Canon all. Veſtments defied wich ſuperſticion 
are forbidden : in the latine Cayon de officio Decani,thus we are taught, 
Nul/as ex ordine Ecclefiaſt ico quocunque nomine cen ſeatur, utettr alla ves 


ſte ſuperſiztione contaminata; No Ecclefiaſticall pzrfon , by whar name - 


ſever he be called, ſhall uſe thegray 4mice (as they call it)or any other 
Veſturedefiled withlike ſtperſtirion, | 
18, 
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© 13 They have wickedly tranſpreſſed againſt the 49 Injun&ion; _ 


in abuſing the lagdible Science of Muſicke every day , and every Ser» 
vice without undet ſtanding of the people, and edification. - _ 
The 49. Injun&ion willeth and commandeth the Jaudible Science 
of Muiick be ſo preferved, that the ſame in any pait of Service, benor + 
fo abuſed in the Church, that thereby the Common Prayer ſhould be 
the worle unJerſtocd of the hearers. That there be a m«delt and di- 
ſtin& ſong,to uſed in all parts of the Common Praters in the Church, 
that the ſame may beas plainky underftocd, as if ic were read with- 
out linging, And although one Hymne of more exquiite Mulick, in 
the beginning or end of Common Prayers may be lung ; yet reſpe& 
mult be had, chat the ſentence of the Hymne may be underſtood and 
perceived. | _ 
Notwithſtanding this Injun&ion, our Dxrhamers have been ſo ca- 
ger upon piping and {inging, thatin ſtead of the Morning Prayer at , 
6. ot the clock, which was wont to be read diſtin&ly and plainly, for 
Schollers, and Artificers before they began their work, they broughe 
in a ſolemne Serviee, with ſinging and Organs,Sackburs and Cornets, 


little whereof could be underſtood of the people, neither would they 


ſuffer the Sacrament to.be adminiſtred without a continuall noiſe of 
Muſick both inſtrumentall and vocal, to the great diſturbance of thoſe 
holy a&ions. 


19 They offended in multiplyingunlawfull Anthemes, and difal- 
lowing lawfull Plalms-finging by the whole Congregation , betore 
and after Sermons ; according to the cuſtome of all Cathedrall and 
Collegiate Churches, and of Darham it ſelf, betore Door Coſins 
and other of Biſhop Nea/s Chaplains became Cannons of that 
Church; which unfawfull forbidding of Plaſms to be ſung in a vulgar 
tune, according to the cuſtome of all other Churches : they have cone 
tinued to this preſent yeer, 164 2. 


20 They offended in ſinging the Nscene (reed not after the manner 
of diſtin reading, as the aforefaid InjunAion commands, and as that 
which is called the Apoſtles Creed is ſung , yet forcing the people 
with brawling in the time of Divine Service, toſtand w. upon their 
feet, all che time that it is ſung though they underitand nothing, nei- 
ther can they perceive,whether it be a prayer or a Creed contrary to

the Rubtick and InjunAion, and 18 Caron which injoyneth the - 
people to ſtand up, when the Apoſites Creed is ſaid, ſaying with the.

21 They offended in taking pipers and ſingers for affiſtants, at the 
Adminiſtration of the holy Communion: which are diſturbers ra- 
ther, whicli is an {nnovation ih D#rham, begun there when DoRor 
{ofins was made Piebendary of that Church ; for. both in England, 
and all other reformed Churches all are commanded to depart which 
dv not communicate, 


22. They offended in chanting in the Quire amongſt finging- men 

and children; which is a baſe employment, for Maior Cannons, Pre- 
"epbendaries, and Preachers, among(t whom it is a thing unaccuſtomed, 
and unlawfull, when they fit in their Prebendall ſtals diſallowed by 
Biſhop How/o:: their Dioceſan. in his Viſitation , and forbidden by, 
Gregory the great, who ſaith, Prohibstum oF, ne quis in Eccleſia canter 
nift infertores ordines #t pote // ubazaconi, Diaconi vero lefioni. & praedica- 
rtioni incumbant. It is forbidden ( faith he ) that any..chant in the 
Churches but men of meane degree, none above Subdeacons, but Mi- 
niſters or Deacons, muſt apply themſelves to reading and preaching, 
for that makes maſt fyr the peoples edification, to which all mult be 

done.
